On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  Resolved,  That  brothers 
Henderson,  Mcintosh  and  Freeman,  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
requested,  to  furnish  to  the  Editor  of  the  Baptist  Preacher, 
published  by  II.  Keeling,  Richmond,  Va.,  for  publication  in 
that  periodical,  copies  of  tho  respective  sermons  delivered 
by  them,  before  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  brethren  Teague,  Connella  and  Ford,  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  claim  of 
bro.  Chambliss,  for  additional  compensation  for  printing  the 
Minutes  of  Convention  for  1851. 

The  consideration  of  the  Report    of  the   Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Howard  College,   was   resumed  ;  and  after  several     / 
interesting   speeches  were  made   in   support  of  it,  it  was 
unanimously    adopted.     [Appendix    C]      Whereupon   the 
following  resolution  was  also  unanimously  adopted,  to  wit: 
That  the  growing  demand?  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  demand,    ( 
that  Howard  College  be  forthwith  placed  upon  an  elevated     i 
and  permanent  basis,  as  a  theological  and  literary  institute. 
And  that  thereto  this  body  unanimously  request  our  beloved 
brother,  D.  P.  Bestor,   to   go  forth  as  the  advocate  of  the 
College,  with  a  view  of  both  completing  the  endowment  of 
the  Literary,  and  adding  the  endowment   of  another  Chair 
of  Theology. 
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The  report  on  the  State  of  Religion  was  read  and  adon* 
ted.     [Appendix  II.]  ' 

A  letter  Win  presented  and  rend  from  Elder  Thomas 
Ouilton,  of  Houston,  Texas,  renewing  his  expressions of 
warm  fraternal  affection  and  interest  in  this  body  ;  giving  a 
gratifying  account  of  the  good  health,  and  pleasant  situa- 
tion  of  himself  and  family,  in  th<*ir  new  home:  his  happy 
settlement  with  the  Church,  her  prosperous  condition  ;  the 
rapid  growth  of  tin  Baptist  denomination  in  that  State- 
end  concluding  with  an  earnest  request  that  himself,  bil 
lamily  and  the  causa  of  Christ  in  Texas,  "might  hnvfl  a 
place  and  a  remembrance  in  the  prayers  of  the  Convention." 
Which  was  responded  fo  by  the  body  engaging  in  special 
prayer,  the  President,  by  request,  leading.  After  which,  on 
motion,  t lie  Letter  was  ordered  to  be  tiled  in  the  Archives 
of  the  Convention. 

The  report  of  the  Boird  of  the  Convention  was  read  and 
adopted.     [Appendix  I.] 

The  report  on  Letters  and  Documents  was  read  and  laid 
on  the  table. 

The  report  on  Periodicals  was  read  and  adopted.     [Ap- 
pendix J.] 
Took  recess  until  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

Tuesday,  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Convention  met  and  resumed  business. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  extra  allowance  for  pub- 
lishing the  minutes  of  1851,  reported  a  resolution  "that  the 
publisher,  Rev.  A.  \V.  Chambliss,  receive  Twenty  Dollurs 
additional  compensation,"  which  was  concurred  in. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  "The  Society  for  the  relief  ol 
the  familits  of  deceased  and  superanuated  Ministers"  cre- 
ated last  session,  made  a  verbal  rep.irt,  that  they  had  not 
consummated  the  objects  of  their  appointment.  The  Board 
was  continued,  under  the  Instruction  ol' last  session.  Breth- 
ren C.  F.  Sturgis  and  A.  W.  Chambliss,  members  of  said 
Board,  stated,  that  living  remote  from  a  convenient  point  of 
meeting,  and  to  subserve  the  interests  involved,  they  ten- 
der their  resignation,  upon  motion,  was  accepted,  and  breth- 
ren W.  VV.  Mason  and  II.  W.  Watson,  appointed  to  fill  the 
vocancy. 

The  report  on  Temperancevvas  read,  and  with  the  accom- 
panying resolutions,  unanimously  adopted.     [AppendixK.] 
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To  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  2d  in  the  series  of  the 
above  resolutions  referred  to,  the  following  delegates  were 
appointed  to  represent  this  Convention,  in  the  Temper- 
ance Convention,  to  bo  hold  at  Selma,  on  the  21th  instant, 
viz:  D.  P.  Bes'or,  R.  P.  Lide,  C.  F.  Sturgis,  M.  P.  Jewett, 
I.T.  Tichenor,  T.  F.  Curtis,  J.  P.  Williams,  L.  Y.  Tarrant, 
Piatt  Stout  and  J.  D.  Williams. 

The  Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools  read  their  report, 
which  was  adopted.     [Appendix  L.] 

On  motion,  brethren  Stout,  Sturgis  and  II,  P.  Lide,  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  the  addresses  recommend- 
ed in  the  report  on  Sabbath  Schools,  and  report  to  next  Con- 
vention. 

The  report  of  tho  Committee  on  Finance  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims  for  auditing,  [Appen- 
dix N.] 

A  preamble  and  series  of  resolutions  were  read  and  adop- 
ted, as  follows  : 

Whereas,  in  tho  opinion  of  this  Convention,  it  is  expedi- 
ent to  have  at  least  five  able  and  efficient  Ministers  of  the 
Gospel  of  the  Baptist  denomination,  permanently  located  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  order  to  effect  this  desirable 
result :  Be  it 

1st  Resolved,  That  a  proposition  is  hereby  made,  for  this 
Convention  to  support  a  Minister  in  said  city  of  New  Or- 
leans, and  furnish  the  means  necessary  to  do  so,  provided 
I  each  or  any  one  of  the  Conventions  of  Mississippi,  Georgia, 
;  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  shall  furnish  the  means  necessa- 
{  ry  to  support  an  able  Minister, — said  Ministers  to  be  ap- 
i  pointed  by  the  Domestic  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
'  Baptist  Convention,  and  the  means  to  be  forwarded  by  each 
;  of  the  several  Conventions  to  the  said  Board. 

2d  Resolved,  That  our  dclpgates  to  the  several  Conven- 
tions, with  whom  we  correspond,  present  this  matter  to.'iaid 
Conventions,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be 
instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  said 
several  Conventions  and  to  solicit  their  acceptance  of  the 
proposition  hereby  submitted. 

3d  Resolved,  That  tho  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Domestic  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
|  .ion,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  be,  and  the  same  are  here- 
by directed  to   be  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  object  of 
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the  first  resolution,  so  soon  as  the  President  of  said  Domes- 
tic Mission  Board  shall  he  advised  that  either  of  the  Con- 
volitions  of  the  States  of  Mississippi,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
or  Georgia,  shall  accede  to  this  proposition. 

The  Committee  on  Education  further  reported  verbally 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That    a  committee   of  three   be  appointed  to 

j   report  to  the  next  Convention  a   plan  for  rendering  perma- 

wnent,  needful  aid  to  the  Beneficiaries  of  Howard  College, 

(    'which  was  adopted,  and  brethren  Jcwett,  Cliambliss  and 

v  iDeVotie,  appointed  said  committee. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Being  deeply  interested,  as  members  of  civil  and  reli- 
gious society,  in  the  general  cause  ol  Education,  and  he- 
licving  that  free  schools  ought  to  be  established  by  our 
State  Legislature:  therefore 

1st  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
act  either  alone,  or  in  concert  with  others,  in  awakening 
public  and  legislative  action  on  the  subject. 

2<1  Kesolvfd  Further,  that  religious  bodies,  and  fraternal 
associations,  throughout  the  Slate,  be  requested  to  join  in 
the  promotion  of  this  great  objec*.  Brethren  McCraw,  J. 
1).  Williams  and  Best  or,  were  appointed  the  Committee  un- 
der the  first  resolution. 

The  Committee  on  Claims  reported  back  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Committee  on  Finance  as  correctly  stated  ; 
as  also  an  account  of  Blunt  &  Tutt  of  §21  53  tor  Books 
furnished  Theological  students  of  Howard  College,  during 
the  conventional  year  1851-52,  which  report  was  concur- 
red in. 

Elder  A.  W.  Chambliss  having  announced  to  the  Conven- 
tion, that  he  had  transferred  to  Elders  A.  Williams  and  S. 
Henderson,  the  South  Western  Baptist,  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Whereas,  this  Convention  has  learned,  that  the  South- 
western Baptist,  which  has  hitherto  been  published  in  Ma- 
rion, has  changed  hands,  and  will  be  hereafter  published  in 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  on  the  great  mail  route;  and  that 
the  same  will  hereafter  be  edited  by  Elders  A.  Williams  and 
S.  Henderson,  and  to  be  printed  on  new  type, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we  have  the  fullest  confidence  in 
the  ability  and  orthodoxy  of  the  brothers  who  nro  hereafter 
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to  edit  said  paper,  nn«l  wo  strongly  rooommend  our  breth- 
ren in  thin  State  nnd   the  surrounding  States  to  continue 
and  increase   their  patronage  and  encouragement  of  this 
paper. 

Resolved,  That  in  retiring  from  the  Editorial  chair,  bro. 
A.  W.  Chambliss  carries  with  him  the  tenderest  affection 
of  this  body,  and  that  for  his  future  success  in  the  sacred 
ministry,  we  most  fervently  pray. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  minutes  in  relation  to 
the  South- Western  Baptist,  be  published  in  the  next  issue 
of  said  paper. 

Ordered  that  Eighty  Dollars  be  appropriated  for  publish- 
ing these  minutes  ;  and  Forty  Dollars  to  the  Recording 
Secretary,  for  superintending  the  publishing  and  distribu- 
ting them. 

The  following  minute  was  ordered  to  be  made  : 

This  Convention  is  penetrated  with  0  sense  of  the  loss 
the  cause  of  Benevolence  and  especially  the  Indian  Mission 
Association,  has  sustained  in  the  decease  of  our  esteemed 
hro.  Rev.  G.  13.  Davis,  that  as  his  valuable  services  are  now 
lost  to  that  cause,  we  recommend  to  the  churches  and  breth- 
ren to  cheriah  a  t"nder  interest  in  that  department  of  be- 
nevolent effort.  And  we  recommend  the  Indian  Advocate, 
published  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  to  the  patronage  of  the  Bap- 
tists of  Alabama. 

Bro'her  Bestor announced  his  acceptance  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Agent  for  the  endowment  of  Howard  College. 

Resolved,  That  this  body  continues  to  bo  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society, 
and  regret  the  retirement  of  the  Agent,  Rev.  P.  Stout;  that 
in  his  retirement,  he  carries  with  him  our  tenderest  sympa- 
thies; and  that  we  recommend  to  the  brethren  generally,  to 
contribute  more,  and  pray  more,  for  the  success  of  that  im- 
portant enterprize. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  until  after  sermon,  by  bro, 
Graves,  to-night. 

After  the  delivery  of  nn  interesting  sermon  by  brother 
Graves,  the  Convention  resumed  business. 

The  Letter  of  resignation  of  brother  King,  was  taken 
from  the  table  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Convention  ;  when  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Board  be  instructed  to 
make  a  suitable  expression  of  the  sympathy  of  this  body, 
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with  tho  circumstances  that  have  induced  his  resignation 
of  li is  Trusteeship  of  Howard  College. 

Ordered,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  pay  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  Bildo  Society,  the 
funds  in  his  hnnds,  for  the  Bible  cause,  without  pro  rata  tax, 

Ordered,  that  all  unfinished  business  of  tho  Convention 
bo  referred  to  tho  Executive  Hoard, 

After  appropriate  remarks  by  tho  President,  and  prayer, 
the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Selma, 
Dallas  county,  Alabama,  on  Saturday  before  the  first  Lord's 
day  in  November.  1853.

Amidst  the  gloom  that  spreads  over  the  world,  it  is  cheering  to  con» 
template  the  rising  of  the  Sun  of  Righteousness,  and  the  effects  of  his 
beams  in  dissipating  the  darkness  and  successively  pouring  upon  town, 
city,  state,  kingdom  and  continent  the  light  of  life;  the  joy  of  salvation. 
The  heart  glows  as  it  contemplates  the  spread  of  the  glorious  Gospel  of 
the  blessed  God;  the  mighty  conquests  it  has  alraady  achieved.  And 
whilst  we  remember  that  our  ascended  Lord  committed  to  his  church 
the  mighty  enterprise  of  reclaiming  this  lost  world  to  himself  as  media- 
torial Lord  and  Governor,  ordainsd  the  end,  appointed  the  means,  guides 
with  his  eye,  and  strengthens  with  his  hand,  the  agent,  we  rejoice  with 
trembling  that  he  has  put  so  great  honor  upon  her,  as  to  admit  her  to  be 
a  "  worker  together  with  himself.

— Tin-  general  diffu- 
sion of  the  Dibie,  denominational  and  other  good  religious  Hooks 
amongst  our  church  member.',  is  desirable,  on  the  supposition  that  tin  v 
be  prayerfully  and  carefully  read.  That  he  who  rends  most  of  these, 
and  whose  mind  and  heart  becomes  mosl  imbued  with  their  leaching* 
and  sp  nt,  other  things  being  equal,  will  be  the  happiest  and  mosl  usel.ul 
christian,  will  not  be  questioned,  and  thereJbre  u<  t  d  not  be  argued.  'J'o 
enlighten,  elevate  the  tone  of  piety,  and  tit  the  members  of  the  church 
for  greater  usefulness,  is  part  of  her  design.

the  righteous,  is  another  part  of  its  purpose.  Thus  she  becomes  a 
helper  of  our  pastors  in  the  performance  of  their  varied  and  oft  perplex- 
ing  duties. 

3d.  tier  influence  upon  the  Mission  Cause,  Foreign  and  Domestic.-— 
SI),  harmonizes  and  co-operates  with  these.  The  Foreign,  in  that  of 
presenting  facts,  evidence  and  arguments  to  convince  them  of  its  being  the 
work  of  the  Lord  and  furnishing  motives  that  enlarge  the  heart  ami  induct! 
lite  devout  prayer,  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do"  in  this  branch 
of  thy  work?  In  regard  to  Home  Missions,  the  importance  and  neces- 
sity of  this  instrumentality  will  be  more  apparent,  in  view  of  the  eight  or 
teii  millions  of  souls  who  from  geographical  position  ami  other  causes. 
look  to  Southern  christians  ami  philanthropists  to  supply  them  with  the 
Word  ofGod,  moral  and  religious  instruction— with  the  blessed  (Jospel. 
It  were  a  herculean  ta.-k,  adequately  to  meet  these  demands  by  the  living 
ministry  alone.  Indeed,  if  we  had  the  ministers  to  spare,  so  that  we 
tould-  plant  one  in  every  destitute  city,  town  and  neighborhood,  we 
should  stiil  find  vast  numbers  that  these  could  not  reach — who  would 
not  ouie  within  the  range  of  their  ministry.

Report  of  ihc  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  CoHfge. 

The  Hoard  of  Trusters  of  Howard  College?  respectfully  submit  their 
Eleventh  Annual  Report. 

It  i*  with  mingled  feeling*  of  encouragement  and  depression,  that 
your  Jt.)aid  present  a  record  of  their  proceedings  for  the  year  ending 
July  24th,  185a. 

It  iis  enroll  raging  to  reflect,  that  your  cffjrtn  through  tin*  Hoard  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Education,  have  been  characterized,  in  tho  main, 
tiv  a  steady  and  uniform  progress.  With  limited  means  and  amidst  the 
inditf'renco  and  even  opposition  of  many  who  ought  to  he  the  warmest 
supporters  of  your  educational  enterprise,  you  have  established  an  In- 
Mitution  which  in  creditable  ntike.totho  liberality  and  intelligence  of  the 
di'iiomination.  Your  College,  will  hear  favorable  comparison  with  many 
elder  institutions,  founded  under  far  more  favorable  auspices.  It  hrts  a 
full  and  efficient  Faculty;  its  classes  are  completely  organized  ;  it*  Stu- 
dents orderly  and  diligent  in  their  studies;  and  its  standard  of  scholar- 
ship as  elevated  as  in  any  College  in  the  whole  South.  Taking  into 
consideration  all  the  facts  in  the  history  of  the  College,  your  Hoard  are 
persuaded  that  on  the  whole  you  have  accomplished  more  than  could 
have  been  anticipated,  for  no  denominational  institution  in  the  United 
States,  except  the  Rochester  University,  has  advanced  more  rapidly. 
To  these  results  you  have  been  led  by  the  guiding  hand  of  a  superin- 
tending Providence,  and  fioin  them  you  may  derive  encouragement  tj 
persevere, 

The  number  of  students  connected  with  tho  College,  for  the  session 
ending  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  July,  18oJ,  was  1 18 — a  larger  than 
were  ever  registered  before  during  a  tingle  collegiate  year.  Ol  these, 
eleven  were  connected  with  the  Theological  Department  and  engaged 
in  studies  preparatory  to  the  ministry.  At  the  annual  commencement 
an  interesting  class  of  seven  received  lite  honors  oi'  graduati  in — one  of 
Ihesu  was  a  graduate  from  the  Theological  Department. 

During  the  ses.-i  m,  the  College  was  visited  by  a  gracious  revival,  and 
twelve  of  its  stuiieiils,  upon  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ,  were 
received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Baptist  Church — two  others  con- 
nected themselves  with  the  Method's!  brethren.  It  has  been  the  privi- 
lege ot'  your  Board,  on  several  occasions,  to  make  mention  of  ilre>o 
precious  seasons,  as  occurring  in  the  Howard,  and  they  are  convinced 
that  they  are  brought  about  mainly  thiough  tho  instrumentality  of  the 
Theological  students.  Thus  these  young  brethren,  while  pursuing 
studies  which  exclude  them  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry,  have 
exhibited  the  spirit  of  their  calling,  and  have  been  made  a  blessing  to 
thei,-  young  associates. 

It  was  announced  in  the.  Report  of  the  Board  for  1851,  that  Prof. 
Curtis  had  tendered  his  resignation  as  Professor  of  Theology,  to  lake 
effect  on  the  first  ol  Jan.  185:3,  and  that  lleV.  U.  Taluiki),  ol  Montgom- 
ery, had  received  the  appointment  to  that  department.  At  the  time  ap- 
pointed, he  entered  tin:  Institution,  and  has  since  been  engaged  in  his 
appropriate  duties.  Early  in  the  second  term  of  the  session,  President 
.Shekman  signified  his  intention  to  dissolve  the  connection  which  had 
*o  long  existed  between  himself  and  your  Board.  The  Bjard,  with  a 
full  appreciation  of  his  talents  and  peculiar  fitness  for  the  Presidency  ol 
tho  College,  would  most  g.adly  have  retained  his  services.  Ho  had, 
however,  entered  into  engagements  elsewhere  which  rendered  it  impos- 
sible, and  they  and  Inms  If  have  parted  with  feelings  of  mutual  regret 
and  esteem.  After  mature  and  prayerful  deliberation, your  lioard  unan- 
imously invited  Prof.  Talbikd  to  assume  the  office  vacated  by  the  reeig- 
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nation  of  Prof.  Suf.rma*.  They  Lave  Hum  united  Iho  PreaM„,*.  .

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ymr  Board  have  not  found  it  possible  to  secure  thr  services  of  an  of-    ( 
(ieient  agent,  and  in   consequence  but  few  new  subscriptions  have 
been  obtained.  .  /  • 

Of  the  notes  already  obtained,  many  liavo  fallen  due  which  remain 
uncollected,  and  the  interest  on  others  has  been  accumulating  for  two, 
three,  and  even  lour  years.  The  existence  ol  tins  state  of  things  in 
the  linaneial  department  of  the  College  will  not  he.  surprising  to  the 
Convention,  if  its  members  will  reflect  on  the  difficulties  with  which 
the  board  have  had  to  contend.  The  persons  who  have  given  notes 
to  the  fund  of  the  College,  are  residing  at  points  in  the  Slate  distant 
from  caeli  other,  and  the  amount  to  he  collected  from  each  one  is  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  employment  of  special  agents.  It  is  true, 
however,  that  most  of  these  individuals  have  been  called  on  by  some 
person,  in  behalf  of  the  College.  On  such  occasions  they  have  not  by 
them  the  means  of  paying  their  notes,  or  the  interest  due  on  them; 
and  when  they  have  the  money  in  hand,  either  from  indifference  or 
some  otlicr  cause,  they  fail  to  transmit  it  to  the  Treasurer  o(  the  College. 

This  has  been  very  severely  felt  by  your  board,  and  during  the  year 
several  things  have  combined  to  increase  the  embarrassment  of  their 
position.  Four  members  of  the  Facility  in  rapid  succession  resigned 
their  places,  and  it  became  necessary  that  their  salaries  should  be  im- 
mediately paid.  The  only  alternative  was,  to  use  any  amounts  whicn 
could  be  collectod,  whether  of  principal  or  interest,  in  the  liquidation 
of  these  claims.  Bv  adopting  this  plan,  the  debts  of  the  College  have 
been  nearly  paid  otf;  but  in  consequence  there  has  occurred  a  slight 
diminution  in  the  permanent  fund,  as  will  bo  seen  from  the  financial 
report.  In  addition,  the  College  is  sustaining  very  serious  loss  from 
the  reverses  which  are  constantly  occuring  in  the  pecuniary  condition 
of  those  who  have  contributed  by  their  notes  to  the  fund.  This  gradual 
exhaustion  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  must  continue,  unless  the  notes 
ran  be  collected  and  the  money  placed  within  the  control  of  the  Board. 
The  linaneial  condition  ol  the  College  is  as  follows:

There  is  n  point  upon  which  the  Board  arc  anxious  to  obtain  the 
advice  and  direction  of  the  Convention.  Several  persons  who  for- 
merly gave  these  notes  for  the  endowment  of  the  College  are  now 
refusing  to  pay  them— principal  or  interest.  There  is  no  plea  of  ina- 
bility, but  a  simple  unwillingness  to  comply  with  their  written  con- 
tracts. The  notes  must  therefore  remain  as  useless  paper  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer,  unless  resort  be  had  to  legal  measures.  Your 
Board  ask  the  direction  of  the  Convention  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
they  shall  proceed,  and  the  moral  influence  of  your  authority  in  car- 
rying out  your  wishes. 

There  is  another  fact  to  which  the  Board  will  call  the  attention  of  •     . 
the  Convention  :    There  arc  notes  to  the  amount  of  near  three  thou- 
sand dollars  in  the  hands  of  your  Board,  which  are  only  conditional,  /  %f  i\ 
and  not  binding  upon  those  who  gave  them,  until  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  is  raised  on  the  plan  of  endowment  adopted  by  the  /l~  c  o 
Board,  on   December  3d,  1849,  and  approved  by  the  Convention  at  its 
session  of  1830.    About  seven  thousand  dollars  are  still  needed  to    _, , 
complete  the  thirty  thousand.    Thus,  if  the  Convention  can  devise  a    I   °- 
plan  by  which  the  specified  amount— $7,000— can  be  secured,  it  will 
save  an  additional  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
College,  which  must  otherwise  be  lost. 

Your  Board,  in  the  conclusion  of  their  report,  beg  leave  to  turn  your 


attention  away  from  the  difficulties  which  have  besot  your  rising  In- 
iiituiion,  nml  invite  you  to  contemplate  its  present  prospects, 

The  last  session  \\  as  decidedly  the  most  prosperous  in  t ho  history 
of  the  College ;  hut  the  present  Ims  opened  under  fur  more  favornhle 
auspices  t tin n  any  preceding  session,  Nearly  one  hundred  nitd  iu  en- 
ty  students  have  hceu  registered  already,  mid  n  lunch  Inrger  number 
than  iisuni  have  heen  admitted  into  the  regulnr  Collcirc  classes.  There 
arc  nine  Theological  students  present,  and  the  number  will  be  very 
nearly  doubled  as  soon  as  they  o;\u  lip  assured  of  the  means  of  support. 
The  most  encouraging  Feature  in  the  Theological  Department  is,  tho 
manifest  determination  on  the  part  of  the  young  brethren  to  obtnin  o 
thorough  education.  Thus,  ol  the  nine  pn  sent,  four  ure  in  the  Soph- 
omore  nntl  Junior  classes  of  the  regular  college  course,  and  tour  in  die 
regular  classes  of  the  Scientific  course.  If  the  good  brethren  of  the 
ehuiehes  will  only  allow  these  young  brethren  to  remain  in  the  Col- 
lege until  their  minds  are  thoroughly  disciplined,  they  will  in  a  short 
time  be  prepared  to  do  credit  to  the  Institution,  nud  to  become  an  hon- 
or to  our  ministry.  The  fact  is,  several  of  our  young  brethren  are  even 
now  very  acceptable  preachers,  and  when  they  visit  the  churches du* 
ring  vacation,  they  are  met  on  every  side  by  earnest  solicitations  to 
become  their  pastors.  This  is  a  most  suicidal  policy,  on  the  part  of 
the  churches,  and  is  a  serious  injury  to  your  Theological  students. 

The  students  of  Howard  College  have  always  been  characterized  hy 
habits  of  industry  and  morality,  and  hy  checrtul  obedience  to  the  laws 
of  the  College.  Thus  far  in  the  present  session,  their  conduct  lias  been 
such  as  to  meet  the  hearty  approval  both  of  the  Hoard  and  Faculty. 
The  Faculty  of  the  College  is  now  more  completely  organized  than 
•at  any  former  period.  They  can  now  give  instruction  in  the  French 
and  Spanish  languages;  and,  without  materially  abridging  the  course 
of  instruction  in  the  ancient  languages,  they  will  have  it  in  their  power 
to  appropriate  more  time  to  the  study  of  Natural  Science  and  Civil 
Engineering.  The  application  of  Chemistry  to  Agricultural  pursuits 
is  becoming  a  very  important  branch  of  a  liberal  education,  and  the 
Faculty  have  devised  a  plan  by  which  they  can,  without  expense  to 
the  Hoard,  give  practical  illustrations  of  all  that  is  known  in  this  de- 
partment ol  Chemistry.  Thus,  anv  young  gentleman  who  desires  to 
prepare  himself  to  become  a  complete  and  thorough  farmer  may  find 
helps  in  this  Institution  which  can  be  found  in  no  other  College  ill  tho 
South  with  which  your  Hoard  arc  acquainted.  All  these  results  will 
depend  upon  the  Convention,  and  the  denomination.  If  they  will 
sustain  and  encourage  the  Hoard  in  any  well  directed  effort  to  com- 
plete the  endowment  of  the  College,  all  shall  be  accomplished.  Sev- 
enty-live thousand  dollars,  or  about  twenty-live  or  thirty  thousand  iu 
addition  to  the  present  fund,  are  needed  to  place  it  on  w  hat  may  he 
considered  a  permanent  basis.  It  is  no  trilling  undertaking  to  endow 
n  College.  It  is  a  work  of  years  and  of  great  personal  sacrifice,  and 
individual  lahor.  Iu  this  view  of  the  case,  the  baptists  of  Alabama 
have  performed  wonders  in  thio  good  work.  And  now  when  it  is  so 
nearly  accomplished,  would  it  not  display  a  great  want  of  wisdom  and 
forethought  to  intermit  their  efforts  and  allow  all  this  expenditure  of 
time  and  money  to  result  in  nothing!  Your  Hoard  commend  these 
considerations  to  the  Convention  and  to  the  denomination  throughout 
the  State.

Report  of  the  Trustees  on  the  Judson  Female  Institute. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute  respectfully  report; 
The  pti -t  Conventional  year  has  been  signalized  by  unusual  pros- 
perity. The  number  of  Pupils  on  the  Catalogue,  lor  the  scholastic 
year,  ending  July  2'.),  was  one  hundred  and  eighhj'eight,— being  the  larg- 
e-it number  ever  entered  in  one  year. 

With  a  single  exception,  the'leachers  and  Scholars  have  enjoyed 
uninterrupted  health, 

An  addition  of  forty  feet  square,  four  stories  high,  to  the  main  Build- 
ing  of  the  Institute,  has  been  made,  ai  an  expense  of  about  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  contributed  by  friends  in  Marion.  This  secures  several 
additional  Recitation  Rooms,  and  twelve  Dormitories,  each  for  four 
young  ladies.  The  Institute  can  now  comfortably  accommodate  Two 
Hundred  and  Fifry  pupils. 

During  the  last  summer,  an  unusually  interesting  state  of  religious 
feeling  prevailed  in  the  Institution,  resulting  in  the  hopeful  conver- 
sion of  about  thirty  ol  the  young  ladies.  As  a  natural  consequence, 
the  Bible  Class  and  Sabbath  School  instruction  always  regularly  given, 
the  weekly  Prayer  Meeting  of  the  pupils,  anil  their  monthly  Mission- 
ary meetings  were  attended  with  increased  interest. 

The  Faculty  of  instruction  and  government  now  consists  of  four- 
teen Professors,  Teachers,  &c.  The  Trustees  arc  happy  to  state,  that 
the  services  of  brother  C.  P.Jones,  late  of  New  York,  have  been  se- 
cured in  the  departments  oi  Modern  Languages,  and  the  Natural 
Sciences, 

The  number  of  students  entered  at  this  date  is  one  hundred  and  sev- 
fiif;/,  being  some  twenty  more  than  there  were  at  the  same  time  last 
year.

Report  on  Education, 

The  Committee  on  Education  respectfully  report :  The  Reports  of 
the  Trustees  ol  the  Howard  College  and  of  the  Judson  Female  Insti- 
tute have  been  referred  to  this  Committee.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
latter  which  calls  for  particular  notice. 

The  Report  on  the  College  asks  for  instruction  in  regard  to  delin- 
quent subscribers  to  the  funds,  who  refuse  to  pay,  either  the  principal 
or  the  interest,  on  the  notes  which  they  have  given  to  the  College,  ~ 
and  this,  "not  on  the  ground  of  inability,  but  from  a  simple  nn wil- 
lingness to  comply  with  their  written  contracts.'' 

Your  Committee  have  read  this  statement  with  surprise  and  pain. 
A  mere  verbal  agreement,  a  simple  promise  is  held  sacred  and  invio- 
lable by  every  hii,rh-minded  and  honorable  man.  But  a  written  con- 
tract, deliberately  drawn  and  executed, should  be  as  binding  as  an  oath 
upon  every  enlightened  conscience.  On  what  plea,  then,  generous 
and  christian  contributors  to  the  funds  of  Howard  College  can  refuse 
to  pay  the  promissory  notes  they  have  given,  it  is  difficult  for  us  to 
conceive.  Where  overwhelming  reverses,  which  no  sagacity  could 
foresee,  no  wisdom  prevent,  have  reduced  the  promiser  from  a/ilnence 
to. poverty,  he  may  be  released  from  all  moral  obligation  to  make  pay* 
ment;  but,  even  then,  the  legal  obligation  remains  unimpaired.  If 
the  funds  of  the  College  had  been  embezzled,  squandered  or  misap- 
plied by  the  Trustees;  if  the  Faculty  of  the  Institution  had  proved 
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themselves  unworthy  recipients  of  the  benefactions  bestowed  rmon  ir 
and  no  redress  could  be  hnd  through  the  Uonrd  of  Trustees;  or  if  ihc' 
College  had  in  any  way  signally  Inilecl  to  answer  Ihn  hisli  purposes 
for  which  it  was  established,  then  there  might  he  pome  shadow  o|  ms. 
I iflcntion  for  this  palpable  infraction  ol  n  eolriiiu  contract,  but  rhis 
is  not  pretended.  'I  he  Howard  Col  lege  has  urn  departed  from  its  ctri- 
ginal  plans:  the Trustees  and  Faculty  I  uve  diM-barged  the  trusts  com- 
mitted to  them  unl)  unstained  integrity  ol  purpose,  and  with  marked 
ability  and  energy.  It  is.  at  tins  moment,  in  the  must  satisfactory  con- 
dition, ami  has  before  it,  the  most  brilliant  prospects.  All  persons 
then,  who  have  engaged  to  assist  in  flip  support  of  the  College  are 
solemnly  bound  to  fulfil  their  engagements.  The  pledges  they  have 
voluntarily  and  deliberately  given,  they  must  redeem.  To  repudiate 
these  obligations,  to  violate  these  pledges  will  not  only  cripple  the  en- 
ergies and  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution, but  may  undermine 
its  foundations  and  level  it  in  the  dust.  Tite College  has  been  built  on 
the  faith  of  the  honest  and  punctual  fulfilment  of  me  pledges  given  by 
its  friends  and  benefactors.  Permit  the.se  pledges  to  be  violated,  these 
contracts  to  be  annulled,  at  the  pleasure  of  one  of  the  parties,  and 
your  Faculty  will  be  disbanded,  your  students  dispersed,  unci  your 
College  doors  forever  closed. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  vonr  Committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

lletolvcd,  Thnt  the  Convention  instruct  the  Trustees  of  Howard  Col- 
ege  to  collect  all  monies  due  the  Institution;  and  wliere  this  cannot 
be  done  without  distressing  the  givers  of  the  notes,  they  be  required  to 
pay  punctually  the  interest  on  their  notes  and  give  some  sufficient 
secuntv  lor  the  ultimate  payment  of  the  principal. 

Resolved,  That  in  ease  of  refusal  to  pav,  the  Trustees  are  hercblv  re- 
quired to  enforce  payment  by  a  resort  to  the  courts  of  law,  at  their 
discretion.

Report  on  Domestic  Missions. 

During  tire  past  year,  the  operations  of  the  Board  have  been  carried 
on  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in  fifteen  States  and  Territories  of  the 
South  and  South-west  by  between  sixty  and  seventy  of  our  brethren. 
J  his  of  course,  is  not  a  tenth  par:  of  what  has  been  clone  frtr  Domes- 
?ic  Missions  in  the  territory  included.  In  almost  all  the  States,  a  sys- 
tem ol  Missions  has  been  carried  on  with  more  or  less  efficiency  with- 
in tiic  limits  of  Associations  and  State  Conventions,  but  there  is  a 
vast  title  of  emigration  flowing  from  the  older  States  to  the  territories, 
from  tins  State  there  has  been,  and  is,a  very  larce  emigration  to  Tex- 
as,  Louisiana,  Florida,  Arkansas.  If  it  is  the  duty  of  anv  to  assist 
these  new  States  in  obtaining  the  Gospel,  it  must  peculiarly'  belong  10 
those  States  from  which  the  emigration  takes  place.  Here  is  a  work 
which  the  Hoard  of  Domestic  Missions  alone  can  accomplish— the 
raking  possession  of  these  new  territories  in  the  name  of  Christ.- 
W  hat  we  do  must  he  done  quickly.  Multitudes  of  Baptist  families- 
are scattered  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd.  With  a  proper  spiritual 
cultivation,  they  will  rather  be  as  seed  in  a  prolific  soil.  Men  in  every 
icspcct  ol  the  Inghest  qualifications,  as  to  pietv  and  ability,  are  slmo- 
■  uteiy  needed  to  occupy  many  portions  of  the/held  committed  to  die 
Hoard.  And  we  need  much  prayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  raise 
up  laborers  of  a  true  Missionary  spirit,  willing  to  labor  iu  buildup  up

onr  Churches  in  fields  where  minimis  will  he  moulded  to  future  senc- 
rations  by  the  few  pioneers  who  fir*t  take  possession  of  the  field.  13 
is  in  view  of  these  (nets,  probably,  thnt  a  stronger  feeling  of  interest  in 
llic  work  ol  Domestic  Missions  is  springing  up  all  over  the  country, 
than  ever  Ik  lore.  I)r.  Wnylnnd  hns  recently  come  out  with  the  decla- 
ration, in  substance,  that  the  Churches,  without  doing  less  h>r  Foreign 
Missions,  otuilit  at  hast  to  do  twice  as  much  for  those  at  homo;  and 
some  of  the  most  discerning  minds  of  the  ape  are  moving  in  the  s;ime 
direction.  This  country  is,  and  is- to  bo,  the  garden  spot  of  the  earth. 
By  the  success  of  freedom  here,  the  progress  of  the  world  will  be  gov- 
erned. .Millions  are  congregating  on  our  shores,  and  Missouri,  Ar- 
kansas, and  the  vast  territories  of  the  great  South-west  will  soon  con- 
tain millions,  where  now  there  are  but  tens.  Onr  Missionaries  have 
not  usually  to  wait  to  learn  a  new  language,  and  foreign  customs — 
they  cannot  be  persecuted  and  retarded  by  intermeddling  officials.. 
Those  whom  they  address  are  persons  of  the  same  habits  of  thought. 
Then,  fellow-citizens  and  friends,  the  whole  future  hones  of  the  country 
depend  upon  the  evangelization  of  these  masses.  U  hat  patriot,  what 
christian  will  not  aid  the  Jk>ard  of  Domestic  Missions  in  its  mighty 
work  1 

Two  fields  demand  special  mention— New  Orleans  is  one  of  these. 
Thousands  of  Baptists  go  there  every  winter  for  pleasure,  for  business, 
for  study  — many  tire  there  corrupted.  Whatever  may  be  the  expense 
of  if,  a  strong  Baptist  interest  can,  ought  to  be,  and  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  must  be  established  there;  and.  aided  as  needful  by  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions,  a  considerable  legacy  for  building  a  house  of 
worship  litis  now  just  become  available  to  the  denomination. 

At  the  last  Southern  Convention,  onr  Board  was  directed  to  take 
charge  of  Missions  to  California.  We  have  not  employed  the  general 
funds  of  the  Board  for  this  Mission,  hut  stun*  specially  contributed  for 
this  work,  so  that  those  who  choose  can  take  part  in  this  enterprise. 
Who  thai  has  friends  there  will  not  choose?  The  Board  has  been 
encouraged  sufficiently  to  make  three  appointments,  and  are  expect- 
ping  to  make  others.  The  Chinese  in  California  afford  at  this  moment 
the  most  interesting  Missionary  field  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

In  view  of  the  importance  and  greatness  of  tl>e  whole  field,  we 
need  a  spirit  of  christian  enlarg-dne*s-- mlargedness  in  prayer  that  God 
would  raise  up.  qualify  and  send  forth  to  this  holy  and  noble  work, 
men  of  the  most  ardent  piety  and  the  highest  qualifications  for  useful- 
ness. And  surely  we  need  an  eulargodness  in  christian  benevolence. 
Our  ideas  on  all  other  subjects  are  growing— the  opening  up  of  Cali- 
fornia alolie  has  within  the  last  few  years  enlarged  the  minds  of  .men 
— their  ideas  of  travel :  their  commercial  enterprise^  their  ideas  of  all 
undertakings  requiring  money—it  has  raised  the  price  of  cotton,  so 
that  each  year  enough  is  actually  gained  in  this  State  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense ol  hundreds  of  Missionaries.  A  spirit  of  enlarged  christian  be- 
nevolence is  demanded  by  the  age,  to  keep  up  even  with  the  growing 
greatness  of  the  present  age.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  missions. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  in  preparing  their  report  for 

the  present  occasion,  have  found  it  difficult  to  condense,  from  the  mass 

of  materials  that  have  come  to  their  hands,  such  information  ns  would 

.nt  once  encourage  the  liberal,  praying  christian,  and  urge  him  on  to 

further  efforts  in  the  Redeemers  cause. 

Much  has  already  been  accomplished,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  upon 
the  labors  of  his  servants  in  heathen  lauds,  and  much  remains  to  be 
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done,  ore  the  great  objects  of  the  Saviour's  mission  into  tho  world  ar« 
accomplished  ;  ere  every  foe  shall  bo  subdued  under  the  King  of  Zion 

The  friends  of  Missions  nre  not  dealing  in  fiction  when  they  publish 
from  year  to  year  the  appalling  fact,  thai  there  are  of  onr  fallen  race 
probably  not  less  than 502,000,000  who  haw  forsaken  the  true  (Sod  nnd 
worship  idols:  that  about  120,000,000  urc  Mnliorncdaus;  about  bono. 
000  the  descendants  of  Abraham,  nnd  still  reject  the  Saviour  •  ami  of 
the  252.000,000  who  profess  to  he  the  disciples  ol  Jesus  Christ  there 
are  probable  not  more  than  50,000,000  who  are  real  christians  and  de- 
votedly engaged  in  the  conflict  ngniust  sin.  Here  we  have,  at  one" 
view,  a  population  of  !>.'(  1,000,000  of  the  human  family,  of  whom  about 

834,000,000  are  enemies  of  (Sod!     How  fenrful  the  odds  hetw i  the 

number  ot  the  friends  and  the  foes  of  (Sod  ami  Ins  cause!  Vei  all 
these  enemies  are  to  be  subdued  under  Christ,  and  Ins  real  disciples 
are  to  be  tho  instruments  of  the  conversion  of  all  who  Mm  1 1  be  saved 
They  are  the  constituted  representatives  ol  the  Saviours  love  to  men 
—the  almoners  of  his  bounty  to  the  world.  My  them  the  Gospel 
must  be  preached;  the  Bible  must  be  translated  and  circulated-  Bchoola 
must  be  taught;  churches  formed,  and  public  worship  on  earth  main- 
tained. Ittu  all  christic ns  are  not  awake  to  their  high  responsibility1 
to  their  holy  designation  ;  and  ere  the  world  can  be  converted  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  church,  the  church  must  be  converted  into 
the  Saviour's  most  gracious  appointment.  They  must  be  made  to  sCe 
and  feel  their  duty  to  God  and  their  fellow-men.  Hut  there  is  an  en- 
couragiug  view  of  the  missionary  enterprise  which  it  is  no  less  tlie 
pleasure  than  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  keep  constantly  before 
the  minds  of  their  brethren. 

The  missionary  enterprise  is  not  a  failure.  The  hopes  of  its  friends 
have  been  more  than  realised -the  predictions  of  its  foes  have  been 
proven  to  be  false.  No  longer  ago  than  fifty-seven  years,  there  were 
but  two  evangelical  missionaries  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  100,000- 
0J0  Hindoo  idolators,  except  a  few  well-worn  Moravians.  About  tlnr 
ty-nuie  years  ago,  brother  Judsoti  went  to  liurmah,  then  a  mora1  -  ' 
demess.  To  the  South-Sea  Islands,  a  few  missionaries  were 
about  littv.iivn  vi.nn  rum       a  t  ii...    I..,,.; ., . . ; ....  _r  .1.  . . 
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about  fifty-five  years  ago.  At  the  beginuillg  of  the  attempt  to  revive 
the  old  apostohc  missionary  plan  lor  evangelizing  the  world,  there 
was  not  a  lhble  for  the  world  of  idolaters;  not  a  school  in  which  the 
knowledge  ol  the  true  God  was  taught;  not  a  christian  church  amidst 
the  temples  ol  idolators.  Hut  we  may  now  look  abroad  and  exclaim 
—"What  has  God  wrought!"  We  can  now  number  about  4,000 
Churches  raised  up  anion- the  heathen;  not  less  than  250,000  converts 
now  in  those  churches,  besides  the  hundreds  of  thousands  who,  from 
time  to  tune,  have  -one  from  them  to  heaven;  about  :j  000  missionary 
schools,  and  the  Bible  now  read  in  about  two  hundred  dillereut  Ian- 
guoges. 

hi  christian  lauds,  most  of  the  real  friends  of  Jesus  Christ  admit 
that  the  missionary  institution  is  of  divine  ap|K>intmcnt,  and  the  num- 
ber ot  those  who  become  actively  engaged  iti  the  good  work  is  con- 
stoutly  and  rapidly  increasing.  The  amount  of  hinds  to  sustain  the 
great  undertaking  of  pushing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  into  the  empire 
ot  darkness,  is  every  year  being  augmented. 

Many  devoted,  Self-sacrificing  disciples  of  Christ  are  going  to  fill  up 
the  ranks  of  the  host  of  God,  and  to  wage  war  with  the  Iocs  of  tho 
Mng  ol  Zion.  Institutions  auxiliary  to  the  Missionary  work,  and 
growing  out  of  if,  are  lending  their  a.d  to  Hood  the  world  with  divine 
luiou  ledge  By  the  Home  Mission,  Uew  friends  and  laborers  lor  (lie 
loreign  Held  are  raised  up;  the  Sabbath  School  mid  Bible  Class  lay  hold 
ol  the  minds  of  our  youth,  aud  thus  thousands  are  prepared  for  useful. 
ness  at  home  and  abroad.    Associations  for  reclaiming  the  dissolute, 
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reforming  the  drunkard,  educating  the  orphan,  converting  the  red  man, 
printing  nnd  circulating  Bibles  and  other  useful  books,  are  doing  much, 
very  much  towards  making  christian  churches  what  they  ought  to  bo 
— oggressivo  bodies. 

Nor  ought  yonr  committee  to  omit  especially  to  mention,  that  tho 
formation  ot  the  Southern  /inpH^t Convention  ha*  increased  the  efficiency 
of  Southern  Churches  many  fold,  lie  fore  the  Convention  was  formed, 
not  a  half  do/en  Missionaries  from  among  ns  were  in  heathen  lands; 
now  we  have  fifteen  from  our  churches,  lty  the  funds  raised  in  onr 
churches  and  congregations,  we  are  sustaining  about  thirty-six  preach 
crs  and  teachers,  under  the  appointment  of  the  Hoard  of  r-'orciuu  Mis- 
sions. With  this  view  of  the  importance  and  utility  of  the  Missionary 
Institution  for  the  world  and  the  church;  the  claims  of  Christ  upon 
every  redeemed  sinner,  to  be  devoted  to  his  cause;  the  wants  of  per- 
ishing sinners,  and  the  retributions  of  t he  last  day,  your  committee 
can  but  express  their  anxious  solicitude  to  see  every  member  of  our 
churches  more  actively  engaged  in  advancing  this  great  work,  by 
which  the  whole  earth  shall  be  tilled  with  the  glory  of  the  Lord.

Your  committee  would  report— That  the  only  data  from  which  a 
conclusion  can  be  formed  by  them  in  relation  to  the  present  state  of 
Religion,  is  the  information  afforded  by  our  denominational  paper, 
the  intelligence  of  brethren  representing  different  sections  of  the  State. 
together  with  our  own  knowledge  in  our  immediate  vicinities.  From 
the  evidences  thus  afforded,  we  have  much  reason  as  a  denomination 
and  as  individual  christians,  not  only  to  rejoice,  but  to  return  thanks 
to  the  Author  of  all  good.  Your  committee  confidently  believe  that  at 
no  period  in  our  history  has  the  cause  of  religion  in  onr  State  been 
more  prosperous  than  at  the  present  time.  At  no  time  have  our 
churches  and  our  members  been  more  active  and  energetic  in  the  per- 
formance ot  those  duties  assigned  to  the  church  by  Iter  great  Lawgiver. 
The  mass  of  our  churches  are  not  only  alive  to  the  important  interest 
of  Christ's  kingdom,  but  every  other  enterprise  which  has  for  its  object 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  well-being  of  our  race.  The  Lord  ha<  blessed 
many  of  our  Churches  and  onr  Associations,  and  greatly  enlarged  tho 
membership  the  past  year.  From  the  best  information  before  us,  near 
five  thousand  have  been  added  to  our  churches  since  the  Convention 
of  1851.  These  evidences  of  God's  willingness  to  bless,  of  the  increas- 
ing activity  and  intelligence,  and  piety  of  onr  members,  not  only  cheers 
and  gladdens  our  hearts,  but  suggests  to  ns  that  at  no  distant  day  tho 
entire  moral  power  of  the  church  may  be  properly  directed  against 
the  enemies  of  Christ's  kingdom.

The  number  nlremly  received  have 
nearly  exhausted  the  hinds  which  have  been  provided  Beyond  this 
ihc  Board  arc  not  permitted  to  go,  however  pressing  or  ivom'wina 
may  lie  lire  npplicntion.  a 

'I  he  Hoard  nro  satislied  thnt  the  churches  arc  nor  suitably  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  this  subject.  The  appeals  from  the  destitute 
for  the  living  ministry  have  not  reached  the  muss  of  our  people  He- 
mg  well  supplied  themselves,  they  have  forgotten  that  others  arc  not 
id  their  condition. 

The  amount  ($331)  sent  up  ai  this  Convention,  i«  inadequate  to 
meet  the  wauls  of  tho-e  who  have  been  alrcndy  received,  and  who 
have  entered  upon  their  course  of  study.  What  mn«t  he  done  in  this 
extremity  !  -Contract  no  debt  whatever,"  was  the  instruction  civeu 
to  the  Hoard  in  1817.  This  injunction  has  been  obeyed.  The  me  ana 
furnished  will  not  sustain  those  now  received,  much  less  invite  others 
desiring  to  come.  There  is  but  one  alternative—either  dismiss  n  por- 
tion of  our  students,  or  the  Convention  provide  means  of  their  support 

Other  matters  claiming  the  attention  of  the  Convention  have  been 
submitted  to  it  in  the  Reports  of  the  Howard  and  Judson.

The  commit1  tee  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath  Schools  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  report — That  nothing  can  well  h;  more  obvious  than  that  the  impor- 
tance of  Sabbath  School  instruction  is  not  as  generally  and  as  deeply 
felt  as  it  demands. 

That  the  Minutes  ol"  this  body  is  not  the  most  appropriate  place  to 
put  forth  such  ,\\\  appeal  upon  the  subject  as  may  be  relied  on  to  make 
any  considerable  changi — because,  lirst, there  are  thousands  who  ought 
and  could  be  readied  b)  an  appeal  in  a  mire  portable  farm— to  whom 
the  .Minutes  of  this  body  cannot  be  expected  to  come.  And,  secondly, 
because  it  would  add  tuirepsouably  to  the  expemdveness  of  the  Minutes 
to  embody  such  an  appeal,  and  send  it  to  all.to  whom  such  an  ad- 
diess  should  go. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  tint  a  committee  be  forthwith 
raised,  to  report  at  the  next  session,  and  for  the  approval  of  this  body, 
such  an  address  to  the  Churches  upon  tie*  euhj  set  of  Sabbath  Schools 
a>  circumstances  now  demand,  with  .»  view  to  its  being  print  d,  say  in 
the  South- western  Baptist,  and  scattered  by  hundreds  or  by  thousands 
among  our  churches;  and  that  pastors  or  deacons  he  requested  to  have 
Mich  address  read  publicly  in  some  full  meeting  of  the  chinch  or  con- 
gregation. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  the  following: — That  whereas 
great  embarrassment  is  experienced  in  the  originating  and  conducting 
Of  Sabbath  Schools,  from  the  want  of  suitable  facilities  for  ths  procure- 
ment of  hooks,  that  another  committee  be  raised  to  report  ut  the  next 
session  a  plan  by  which  this  difficulty  may  be  remedied,  Find  that  sonic 
notice  of  this  plan  be  published  in  connection  with  the  address.
